THE HARYANA RELIEF OF AGRICULTURAL INDEBTEDNESS ACT, 1970 
(HARYANA ACT 18 OF 1976) AS EXTENDED TO THE UNION TERRITORY 

OF DELHI 

An Act to provide relief from Indebtedness to agricultural labourers, rural 
artisans, marginal farmers and small farmers. 

Be if enacted by the: Legislature of the State of Haryana in the Twenty seventh 
Year of the Republic of India as follows — 

1, Short title and commencement —(1) This Act may be called the Haryana 
Relief of Agricultural Indebtedness Act, 1979 

(2) II extends to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi. 

(!) It shall come into foice on such date as the Administrator may, by notifica¬ 
tion in The Delhi Gazette, appoint 

fi Definitions —In this Act unless the context otherwise requires ■— 

(a) “Administrator' means the Administrator of the Union territory of Delhi 
appointed by the President under article 239 of the Constitution, 
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(aa) “agricultural labour ur” means a person who follows any one or more of 
the following agricultural occupations in the capacity of a labourer on 
hire or exchange, whether paid in cash or in kind or partly m cash 
and partly In kind —

( II ) dairy farming, 

(ml production, cultivation, growing and harvesting of any horticultural 
commodity, 

r iv) raising of livestock, bees or poultry, and 

(v) any practice performed on a farm ns incidental to or in conjuctlon with 
farm operations (including any forestry or timbering operations) and 
preparation for market and delivery to storage or to market or to 
carriage for transportation of iarm products, 
f(ima) "appointed dav'' means the date on which this Act comes into force, 
lb") “bank” means —

<d) “Collector” means the Head Revenue Officer of a District, and includes 
any other officer appointed under this Act by the Administrator by 
nobficdtion to excruse the- powers of a Collector; 

<e) “co-operative society 1 ’ means a society registered nr deemed to be regis¬ 
tered under the Delhi Co-operative Societies Act. 1972 (Central Act 35 
of 19721, 

(f) “debt” includes all liabilities owing to a creditor in cash or kind, secured 
or unsecured, payable under a decree or order of a civil court or other¬ 
wise and subsisting on the appointed day whether due or not due but 
it does not include— 

( 1 ) a debt due to the Central Government, any State Government a local 
authority, a co-operative society or a bank; 
fill a dtbt rine to any Government company within the meaning ol the 
Companies Act, 1959 (Parliament Act 1 of 1956), 
ini) a debt due to the Life Insurance Corporation of India established under 
the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 (Parliament Act 3 of 1956), 
or other corporations established under any law for the time being 
m force, 

(iv) anv rent due in respect of any property let out to a debtor; 

(v) any li-ibjlitv arising nut of bieach of trust or any tortious liability, 
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(vi) any liability in respect of wages or Enumeration due as salary or 
otherwise for services rendered, 

fvli) any liability in respect of maintenance whether under a decree of civil 
court or otherwise; 

(viii) any debt which represents the price of any goods or property purchased 
by a debtor, 

(ix) any advance of money given to the debtor by a person as the price of 

goods or property to be sold later on; 

(x) any advance of wages whether m cash or in kind, or partly in cash or 

partly m kind, made to a debtor at his instance Oy R person In pur¬ 
suance of a contract of service for a specified period ■ 

Provided that the rate of wages settled is not lesg than the minimum rate 
of wages fixed by law; 

(xi) any sum recoverable as arrears of land revenue, 

(g) "debtor” means an agricultural labourer, a marginal farmer a small 
farmer or a rural artisan, who owes a debt; 

(E) “marginal farmer” means a person who owns land not exceeding one 
hectare of unirrigated agricultural land and whose principal means of 
livelihood ia income from such land or by manual labour on land not 
exceeding one hectare of unimgated agricultural land or from produc¬ 
tion or repair of traditional tools, implements and other articles or 
things used for agriculture or purposes ancillary thereto or by practis¬ 
ing craft by hlg own labour or by the labour of the members of his 
family In a rural area, 

(1) “rural artisan” means a person who does not own any agricultural land 
and whose prlncipul means of livelihood is production or repair of 
traditional tools, implements and other articles or things used for 
agriculture or purposes ancillary thereto and also a person who nor¬ 
mally earns his livelihood by practising a craft either by his own labour 
or by the labour of the n embers of his family m a rural area, 

(j) “small farmer” means a perso 1 who owns land exceeding one hectare but 
not exceeding two hectare - of unirrlgated agricultural land and whose 
principal means of livelihood is income from such land or by manual 
labour on land exceeding one hectare but not exceeding two hectares 
of umrrtgated agricultural land or from production or repair of tradi¬ 
tional tools, implements and other articles or things used for agriculture 
or purposes ancillary theieto or by practising craft by his own labour 
or by the labour of the members of his family in a rural area 

Explanation .—For the purposes of clauses (h) and (lb one hectare of perennially 
Irrigated land shall be equated with + wo hectares of non-perennial irrigated land 
and three hectares of un-irrigated land

of debt on or after the appointed day. 

5 Discharge of debt—Notwithstanding anything contained In any enactment 
for the time being m force or in any contract or other instrument having the force

within a period of six months from the date of notification under sub-section (2) 
of section 1, to the debt settlement officer appointed for the area in which a de- 
boter resides or holds any land to effect a settlement between the debtor and his 
creditors 

9 Verification of application.—Every application to debt settlement officer 
shall be in writing and be signed by the applicant and verified m such manner as 
may be prescribed 

10 Particulars to be stated In application.—-(1) Every application presented 
by a dehotor to the debt settlement officer shall contain the following particulars, 
namely — 

(a) the place where he res'des or holds land, 

(b) the particulars of all claims against him together with names and resi¬ 

dences of Ins creditors, 

(c) the particulars of all his property, together with a specification of the 

value of such property and the place or places at which any such 
property is to be iound, 

(d) the particulars of his household income, 

(e) a statement containing full particulars showing that he Is a debtor, 

(f) a statement whether he has previously filed an application in respect of 

the same debt before the debt settlement officer, and if so, with what 

result 

(2) Every application presented by a creditor shall contain the following 
particulars, namely — 

(a) the place where the debtor resides or holds land, 

(b) the amount and particulars of his claim against such debtor; 

(c) a statement containing full particulars of the debtor 

11 Procedure on receipt of application. —(1) On receipt of an application 

under section 8, the debt settlement officer shall pass an order fixing a date and 

place for hearing the application 

(2) Notice of the order under sub-sectron (1) shall be sent to creditors by re¬ 
gistered post, acknowledgement due, at the cost of the applicant and where the 
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debtor is not the applicant, notice of the order under sub-section (1) shall be sent 
to him in a similar manner 


12 Notice calling- creditors to submit statements of debets. — (1) On the date 
fixed, the debt settlement officer shall publish, In such manner a h may be prescub 
ed, a notice, calling upon every creditor of the debtor to submit a statement of 
debts owed to such creditor by the debtor Such statement wherein the creditor 
shall show whether he is registered undei the Punjab Registration of Money 
Lenders Act, 1938 (Punjab Act 3 of 1938), as extended to the Union territory of 
Delhi, and had complied with the provisions thereof, shall be submitted to the 
doht settlement officer in writing within a period of two months from the date of 
publication of the notice 

Provided that, if the debt settlement officer is satisfied that any creditor was, 
for good and sufficient cause, unable to comply with such direction or to produce 
the documents required under sub-section < 1) of section 13 within the period 
fixed, it may extend the period foi the sul mission of his statement of the debts 
owed to him or fortheproduction of such documents 


(2) Every debt owed to a single creditor of which no such statement has been 
submitted to the settlement officer in compliance with the provisions of sub-sect on 
(1) shall be deemed to be duly discharged for all pul poses and all occasions 
against such creditor; and everv debt owed to two oi more creditors jointly, of 
which such a statement or statements signed bv all such creditors or their recog¬ 
nised agents has or have not been so submitted, shall be deemed to be so dis¬ 
charged against such creditors as have failed to submit the said statement but 
only to the extent of their respective shaies in the said debt 

(31 If the creditor or any of the joint creditors faiLs without sufficient cause 
to be present in person or by hi;, recognised agent or, with the permission of the 
debt settlement officer by legal bractitloner at any of the hearing fixed by the 
debt settlement officer, or fails to produce full particulars and documents as re¬ 
quired under sub section (1) of section 13, the debt due to him or to the joint 
creditors as the case may be, shall be deemed for all purposes and all occasions 
to have been fully discharged 

(4) If any creditor proves to the satisfaction of the deht settlement officer that 
the notice was not served on him and that he had no knowledge of'its publica ion 
or that he was unavoidably absent at anv oi the hearings fixed by the debt settle¬ 
ment officer, the deht settlement officer may revive that debt 

13 Procedure on sub-mission of statements of debts.— (1) Every creditor sub 
mittmsr m compliance with a notice issued under sub-section (1) of section u a 
statement of the debts owed to him shall furnish along with such statement, full 
particulars of all such debts, and shall at the same time produce all documents 
(including entiles in books of account) on which he relies to support his claims, 
together with a true copy of every such document 

Provided that a deciee or order of a civil court shall be conclusive evidence 
as to the amount of the debt to which the decree relates, but the amount may be 
reduced If It exceeds double the principal loan or has been made up by including

to repay the debts outstanding against him 

(1) In the cases not falhng under sub-section (5), the debt settlement officer 
shall, keeping in view the outstanding amount of principal and interest as deter¬ 
mined under sub-section (4) and the paying capacity of the debtor determined 
under sub-section (6) as the case may be, order the payment of the amount In 
yearly e juul instalments not exceeding seven 


Provided that in no case the debtor shall be required to pay towards the 
principal and interest any amount that exceeds double the principal 

Provided further where the amount of yearly instalment in respect of all the- 
debt'; exceeds the paying capacity of the debtor, the debts shall be proportionately- 
reduced so as to make the yearly instalment equal to the paying capacity and on- 
payment of the instalments so determined, the debt or debts shall stand fully dis¬

15, Consequences of non-registration under Punjab Act 3 of 1938. —In record¬ 
ing findings under section 14, the debt settlement officer may, where a creditor is 
not registered in accordance with the provisions of the Punjab Registration of 
Money Lenders Act, 1938 (Punjab Act 3 of 1938), as extended to the Union terri¬ 
tory of Delhi, disallow the whole of his claim dnd declare the debt as fully dis¬ 
charged and where the creditor Is found to have fdlled to comply with the pro¬ 
visions of the said Act with regard to maintenance and publication of accounts, 
disallow whole of the interest on the pnnclbal amount 


16 Power of debt settlement officer to require attendance of persons and pro¬ 
duction of documents and to receive evidence— A debt settlement officer appointed 
under section 9 may exercise all such powers connected with the summoning and 
examining of parties and witnesses and with thn production of documents as are 
conferred on civil courts by the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Central Act 5 of 
1908), and every proceeding before the debt settlement officer shall be deemed to 
be a judicial proceeding 

17 Dismissal of application in default —If in the opinion of the debt settlement 
officer any applicant fails to conduct his application with due diligence, the debt

practitioner 

22 Application of provisions of Parliament Act 36 of 1963. —The provisions of 
the Limitation Act, 1963 (Parliament Act 36 of 1963) shall apply to an applica¬ 
tion made by a creditor under section 8 as if the application were a plaint in n 
suit for recovery of the loan. 

24 Recovery of snims due,—The order of the Debt Settlement Officer passed 
under this A"t shall be executed by the civil court having jurisdiction m the area as 
if it were a decree or order of that court. 

23, Powers to make rules.—(1) The Administrator may, notification in the 
Delhi Gazette, make rules to provide for all matters for which provision Is neces¬ 
sary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to the provisions of this Act
